April '47) let me 
quote from Doris Bryant’s book, “‘Caré 
and Handling of Cats’’: 

‘The cat’s claws were intended 
for defense against his enemies.”’ 
“House cats have no need for their 
claws and should have them 
clipped. They have nothing from 
which to defend themselves and 
any tendency to climb a person's 
clothes or curtains or drapes or 
chairs can be curbed by simply cut- 
ting the claws. . . . if they are not 
cut they catch in clothes, rugs and 
pillows; a cat can twist a leg when 
a very long claw is caught.

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C.F. A. Suspends Burmese 
From Registry and Shows 


The Cat Fanciers’ Association at its 
quarterly meeting in New York in May, 
announced that it had definitely sus- 
pended the Burmese breed of cats. The 
formal statement follows: 

“After extended discussion, and 
consideration of correspondence 
from breeders and exhibitors, the 
Board (Executive Board of C.F. 
A.) decided that the recognition 
by the CFA of the so-called Burm- 
ese breed of cats as a pure breed 
shall be indefinitely suspended; 
during the pendency of the suspen- 
sion no Burmese class will be 
judged in any show sanctioned by 
CFA, no Burmese cats will be reg- 
istered by CFA either in Founda- 
tion Record or the Stud Book, and 
all existing Burmese registrations 
are suspended, registration fees for 
such registrations to be refunded 
upon request of owner. The tem- 
porary hardship, occasioned by 
this action, on those who are try- 
ing to establish the breed, was rec- 
ognized. However, it appears that 
in this country the breed was orig- 
inated from a single cat, a female, 
and the result has been the pro- 
duction of hybrids due to crossing 
with pure bred Siamese. This has 
brought about difficulties regard- 
ing registrations and show entries. 
and the Board decided that the 
best solution of the problem 
would, be a suspension of recogni- 
tion until the breed shall be more 
soundly established.”

dles of fluff arrive, | am as thrilled as 


on that day when my first ‘“‘home- 
bred’ litter arrived. Those who are 
fanciers themselves will agree a more 


absorbing hobby can’t be imagined. 

Now that we have nore or less re- 
turned to normal living, scores of nov- 
ices have taken up breeding, and many 
others will, in the near future, join our 
ranks. These novices can’t succeed en- 
tirely on their own, so it is hoped the 
experienced breeders will lend all assist- 
ance possible. 

I have heard novices bewail the fact 
that some breeders keep their knowledge 
to themselves, but I am sure there must 
be two sides to that story. When / was 
a novice, no one refused me informa- 
tion and I can’t believe that today’s 
breeders are any less cooperative. I do 
know of instances, however, where 
bona fide advice was rejected on the 
grounds that a rival breeder surely 
wouldn't extend honest help. Having 
her good advice discredited by a novice 
is enough to make ANY breeder shut 
up like a clam even though she knows 
the years will prove her right. I can 
only say that if one seeks advice, he 
should accept it in the same Spirit in 
which it is given. 

My advice to novices wishing to be 
come breeders would be to invest in 
the best proven queen he can locate, 
and failing that, to buy a good female 
kitten from a prolific queen. Buy the 
finest you can afford for in the final 
analysis, the good kitten is the least 
expensive. Do not expect to be able to 
purchase perfection for no matter how 
many dollars you are willing to put 
out, you can’t buy it. One of the fas 
cinating things about breeding is the 
fact one has a chance to pit his brains 
and ingenuity against the forces of na 
ture. 

The novice breeder should learn to 
place proper value on her cats and their 
offspring. By study and the use of sound

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Every fancier is partial to his or her 
color and breed. But the majority will 
agree that the most beautiful of all cats 
are the Chinchillas and Shaded Silvers. 
The two have been closely related, and 
a clear demarkation between them is 
often puzzling to the novice. 

The standard for the Chinchillas is 
quite definable. The undercoat should 
be pure white (‘‘silvery white’), the 
coat on the back and flanks and tail 
sufficiently tipped with black to give a 
characteristic silver appearance. The 
legs may be slightly shaded with the 
tipping, but the chin, ear tufts and 
stomach must be silvery white. Any 
bars and brown or cream tinges are 
faults. Eyes are green. Rims of eyes, lips 
and nose are outlined with black, while 
the center of the nose is a brick red. 

Thus the standard for the Chinchilla 
is thorough, and is perhaps, the most 
descriptive of all standards. 

An outstanding Chinchilla is easily 
recognized if all points are according to 
the standard. If the cat fails in eye 
color, outlining, tipping, etcetera, it 
usually lacks beauty and fascination. 

The Silvers—Chinchilla and Shaded 
— have come through many tribula- 
tions, and there have been instances in 
the judging of them wherein exhibitor 
and judge have become exasperated. 
Chinchillas have been entered as Shaded 
Silver and vice versa. Show committees 
have been called to explain the degree 
of paleness that constitutes a Chinchilla 
and what amount of dark markings 
makes a cat eligible as a Shaded Silver. 
Novice exhibitors usually are not al- 
ways sure, and often show committees 
hesitate to commit themselves to a defi- 
nite statement. In several shows the 
SAME CAT has won in both classes! 

How then can we clear the Silver 
Muddle? First, let us review. the stand- 
ard for Shaded Silvers. ‘‘Pure unmarked 
silver, shading gradually down the sides,

chilla. Eyes and outlining to be the same 
as applies to the Chinchilla.”’ 

In comparing the standards, the dif- 
ferences are “Shading gradually from 
dark on the ridge’’ in place of “The 
coat on back, flanks, etc., being suffi- 
ciently tipped with black.” 

To the novice, the difference between 

tipping’’ and ‘“‘shading’’ is somewhat 
obscure. In the Chinchilla, only the tips 
of the hairs are dark, and this tipping 
rather than a dark unbroken line ap- 
plies to the ridge. The Shaded Silver 
starts with a denser shading; that is, 
a greater length of hair is dark, at the 
ridge, gradually showing less black, un- 
til it tapers down to all silvery white. 

With the difference so clearly under- 
stood, the puzzle remains. This is be- 
cause during certain seasons, and in the 
transition from one season’s coat to an- 
other, the Shaded Silver becomes light- 
er, and in some instances remains light- 
er. Thus, a Shaded Silver is often trans- 
ferred into a Chinchilla class. 

Chinchillas in heavy coat with ob- 
vious tipping have been classed as 
Shaded Silvers. The interpretation of 
the wording “‘sufficiently tipped’’ given 
in the standard for Chinchillas must be 
left to the discretion of the judge, and 
applied to the cat accordingly. 

A Chinchilla with a heavy “‘wooley”’ 
coat would naturally show more tip- 
ping than one with a smooth thin coat 
Yet both are found in the Chinchilla 
classes 

The Shaded Silver usually grows 
lighter as it grows older. Sometimes 
there is nothing left of the shading but 
a faint, unbroken dark or black streak 
on the ridge of the back. The rest of 
the back and sides show a silvery white 
with no evidence of tipping. Neverthe- 
less, the cat still is a Shaded Silver and 
should be judged in that class. 

A question in the development of 
the chinchilla’s coat has been raised. Is 
it slower in developing a luxurious 
growth than other breeds? In my opin- 
ion the reverse is the general rule. Chin- 
chillas usually develop and retain a 
heavy flowing coat from Kittenhood. 


Of course, as in all breeds, some 
Chinchillas have smooth, sparser and 
shorter coats than others. It depends 


on the strain and pedigree

udgment one must learn to correct the 
faults of the poor specimens by care 
fully selecting their mates, and retain 
Or improve the points of the good 
specimens by judicious line breeding 
Anyone interested in the breeding 
game must, of course, be interested in 
improving his color or breed and must 
ilso be willing to accept the many dis 
appointments visited upon one while 
trying to make each generation a little 
better than the preceding one. Breeders 
must be scientists, not merely repro 
ducers 

Something else I should like to drive 
home forcefully. If buying from a con 
scientious breeder, do have faith in her 
judgment. Granted the specimen you 
buy isn't 100% perfect, the breeder 
still knows better than anyone else what 
is in back of that cat, and can better 
prescribe for it. She is probably more 
interested in seeing her stock amount to 
something in your hands, than you are 

One should never expect miracles in 
breeding. Our desire to bring forth lit 
ters of large headed, short bodied, short 
legged kittens is definitely not nature's 
plan. Since this is so, it is only once in 
a blue moon that a litter is born, even 
from the best parents, having uniform 
high quality
